Science To Rescue Agriculture 


C 

Recent developments in the realm of agriculture indicate that science 
{is hastening to the aid of the farmer in Western Canada and that the time 
is not far distant when only those farmers who make an earnest study of | 
their problems and apply to those problems the discoveries which are being 
tnade by technical experts can hope to forge ahead and secure for them- 
6elves and their families the comforts which fall to the successful business- 
man, 

There are several major problems confronting the man upon the land 
in the West at the present time. Among these are the questions of reducing 
the cost of the production of cash crops, and the necessity of not only} 
fighting, but of forestalling reduction in yields through the agency of weeds, 
insect pests and diseases, 

High costs of production and reduced yields through weeds, insects and | 


diseases form a combination which can only be beaten by the alert farmer. | 
Only the farmer who calls to his aid the forces of science can hope to over-| 
coine this profit-robbing alliance. 

Consider, for instance, the cost of producing a bushel of wheat. While 
accurate figures are difficult to secure it is definitely known that some 
farmers are able to plage a bushel of wheat in their granary or in the 
elevator at a mere fraction of the figure which it has cost some of their 
neighbors to raise and harvest a similar bushel of wheat. It is a safe 
prediction that the cheap-production farmer has carefully studied the 
economic effects of the use of good seed, scientifically sound ¢éultivation 
methods and the cheapest and best modes of garnering his crop. Not only 
has he done this, but he has kept some record of the cost of his various 
operations, thus enabling him to find out the weak spots and remedy them. 

In this field of agricultural effort a great deal of pioneering work has 
been done by the farm implement companies, individual farmers of an 
inventive turn of mind, and leaders of agricultural engineering. It only 
remains for the average farmer to avail himself of the scientific work 
already done in this direction and apply and perhaps modify it to his own 
conditions and circuumstances, Many are already doing so to their profit. 

Then there is the problem of reducing the loss to profits through the 
prevalence of weeds, which are annually taking a huge toll from farmers. 
Here, again, a good deal of research work has been carried on by experts 
in the employ of the Colleges of Agriculture, the Provincial Governments, 
and the Federal Department of Agriculture. It has been demonstrated 
beyond all doubt that methods can be adopted which will keep these pests 
within control in some case, and in others that they can be entirely 
eradicated. 

As an illustration of what is being done, investigations conducted by the 
Saskatchewan Department of Agriculture last year, as to the possibilities 
of eradicating some of the most serious weeds by the use of chemicals might 
be cited. It is true that the tests showed that the cost of chemicals as a 
weed destruction agency on a large scale, may be uneconomical but the 
value of such chemicals in eradicating small patches and preventing them 
from inundating the farm was clearly proved. A combination of chemicals, 
suitable cultivation methods, the use of clean and pure seed, will go a long 
way towards reducing the losses occasioned by weeds in this province. 

Similar research work has been, and is being, carried on in the fight 
against diseases attacking wheat and other cereal grain crops. It is only 
necessary to refer to one of them—the efforts which are being made to 
breed a wheat that is not only resistant to the ravages of rust but that also 
contains those milling and baking attributes which makes Canadian hard 
red spring wheat so desirable in the export market. Recent reports indicate 
that success in this field of endeavor is crowning the efforts of technical 
workers, and it is probably only a matter of two or three years before the 
furmers will be able to seed their fields with a rust-resistant wheat of good 
milling and baking quality. 

The foregoing are only one or two illustrations of the manner in which 
science is being enlisted to aid the farmer and to be successful in this day 
and generation, it is essential that the agriculturist inform himself of what | 
is being done on his behalf and apply the results of the work of those | 
trained men to his own particular problems,

| American Breeders Continue To Look 
To Canada For Foundation 
Stock 

Some of the world’s finest dairy 
stock, Canadian owned, went to 
American buyers at the sale held 
recently of the famous Innis herd of 
| purebred Holsteins at Woodstock, 
| Ontario, declared F. W. Walsh, 
superintendent of agricultura of the 
Canadian National Railways, who 
| returned to Montreal after the sale, 
describing the sale as undoubtedly 
the most outstanding herd dispersal 


sale of purebred dairy stock ever 
held in Canada. 
Internationally famous stock, 


males and females which hold conti- 
nental show ring records, were sold 
at the sale, which was held for the 
purpose of disposing of 70 head of 
the herd of J. W. Innis & Sons, well- 
known breeders at Woodstock, Ont. 
American buyers were very promi- 
nent at the sale, and took away some 
of the best animals, which is only 
another indication, states Mr. Walsh, 
that American breeders continue to 
look to Canada for their seed stock. 
The famous all-American bull, 
Abbekirk Sylvius Lad, which headed 
he Innis herd, fortunately, however, 
went to a Canadian breeder, M. L. 
McCarty, of Sussex, N.B., for $3,600, 
and Mr. McCarty also secured a fine 
| cow, in line with his present policy

North Atlantic 


Hunting for icebergs has been Pa 


regular business on the Atlantic 
ocean for three months in the year 
since the spasm of horror passed 
through the world in April, 1912, 
when the news came that the gigan- 
tic liner “Titanic” had crashed into 
an iceberg and was lost, with most 
of her passengers and crew. It was 
this terrible catastrophe that gave 
birth to what 1s known as the Inter- 
national Ice Patrol, whose duty it is 
to protect all who cross the Atlantic 
from a similar calamiy as far as pos-~ 
sible. 

The cost of this patrol is shared 
by several European nations, includ- 
ing IXngland and Trance, with the 
United States; but the patrol itself 


'is provided by the United States 
| Coast Service, and its duty is to 
patrol the seas, from the Grand 
Banks te the Arctic, in search of 
floating icebergs and fields. 

| On the first day of April cach 
year this ice-hunt begins, and con- 


| tinues night and day until the close 
| of June—three months of strenuous, 
| perilous and unceasing labor, such as 
no other seamen on the face of the 
! waters know. 
} When with the coming spring, win- 
ter relaxes her grasp on the regions 
near the Pole, bergs, and even fields 
ice break away from their ‘moor- 
ings’’ withthe rise of temperature 
'and are swept southward by currents 
| from Labrador and Greenland, in 
|many cases crossing the routes of 
, trans-Atlantic traffic. 
| It was in latitude 41 degrees 46 
minutes N. that the Titanic came to

Cherry Growing In Manitoba 


Breeding Of New Varieties Is Pro- 
ducing Good Results 

Cherries of fair size and fair qual- 
ity are produced in the province of 
Manitoba. At the Morden Station 
or the federal experimental farms 
system, the breeding of new varieties 
by crossing and the growing of hardy 
varieties brought from cold countries 
is producing hopeful results. Losses 
from injury by winter killing and 
freezing back of named varieties at 
the Morden station is leading to 
more and more dependence on seed- 
lings from hardy European varieties. 
Fair crops of fruit were harvested 
last year from seedlings of the var- 
ieties Shubrainka, and Viadimir, 
which are proving hardier than 
named varieties grown at the sta- 
tion. According to W. R. Leslie, 
superintendent of the station, in his 
report published by the Department. 
of Agriculture, at Ottawa, the fruit!

Rubber Factory 


Radium, priceless tool of medicine, 
has a new use. In a rubber factét 
at Leningrad, in Russia, it prevente 
fires. Its remarkable fire-protecting 
quality is due to the ability of radium 
to make the air around it a better 
conductor of electricity. 

Hitherto sparks of static electrio- 
ity that jump from rubber fabria 
passing over the factory rollers have 
constituted a dangerous fire hazard, 
since a rubber drying room is filled 
with inflammable vapors, says Pop- 
ular Science Monthly. Now the pres 
ence of a small capsule filled with ra- 
dium permits electricity to leak slow- 
ly and harmlessly from the rollers 
into the air, instead of accumulating 
a sufficient charge to produce a fat 
spark,

three sprays shave been given 
and that lute infestations of ap-
